EXPLORATION OF THE SEA 


We hear a lot these days about 
the sea around us. 

Not only is it the last great, 
and virtually unexplored, physi- 
cal frontier that remain to chal- 
lenge the energies of men; we 
are told that it is a vast reposi- 
tory of mineral wealth that will 
maintain the civilizations of the 
future long after land supplies 
are depleted. 

It may be a distant day when 
minerals from the sea assume this 
role, and an even more distant 
time when men are forced by 
population pressures to take up 
living on or under the s€a, a5 
many predict will happen. 
Already the increasing need 
for fresh water for industry and 
irrigation and everyday use. is 
lending urgency to the develop- 
ment of economically feasible 
methods of extracting it from the 
sea, 

The harvesting of food from the 
sea, is becoming a more and more 
important factor in the race be- 


able, just as men considered the 
New World four. centuries ago. 
Like the exploited frontier, how- 
ever, the sea is not inexhaustible, 
except perhaps in terms of water. 


The best fishing banks are 
crowded with the boats of many 
nations. Iceland and Britain have 
beeri at odds over fishing rights 
and methods, as have the United 
States and Japan and Russia and 
other nations, 

Even as the land is not uni- 
formly productive, so it is with 
the world’s oceans. Waters once 
teeming with fish have been known 
to become barren, whether through 
unexplained causes or through 
the actions of men, The econo- 
mies of many peoples have risen 
and fallen with the changing fer- 
tility of the sea.

Dr. Thomas N. Cream was adver- 
tising a “cure” for epilepsy, in Chi- 
¢ago. Mrs. Stott was sent thither 
by her husband, to get some of this 
marvelous medicine. 

The police already knew much 
about Dr. Cream, but nobody 
suspected that hé was developing a 

ous form of amusement. He 
had discovered that, for him, there 
was a great deal of fun in poison- 
{ng people, at long cistance—so to 
speak. He didn’t insist on being 
hear-by—as the Borgies are said to 
have done—in order to watch his 
victims writhe. He simply liked to 
ive or send them poison~and then 
ik or write about it. One of his 
games was to acctise others of hav- 
ing done the poisoning, and try to 
blackmail them. 


Dr. Cream was a strange 
looking person... . 


Luckily, there are but few people 
in the world like Dr. Cream. When 
they do occur, it ds soraetimes hard 
to convince ordinary folk that they 
exist at all. They are not uniike 
rattlesnakes or black-widow spiders, 
and the correct treatment for them

‘ RS. STOTT made a number 
M of visits at Dr. €ream’s 
office, with the result that 
he seduced her into spending several 
nights with him there. He also 
wrote a prescription for her hus- 
band, which she had filled at Buck 
& Rayner’s pharmacy. It was harm- 
less, as it came from the pharmacy, 
but she observed that Dr. Cream, in 
his office, added a white pawder to 
it. A day or two later, My. Stott 
took ‘the medicine, and: died within 
twenty minutes, 


Dr. Cream had nothing against 
Mr. Stott, nor did he wish to marry 
Mrs. Stott. He was simply enjoying 
himself, although he had attempted 
to turn his diversion into profit 
by trying to insure his victim. Mr. 
Stott was thought to have perished 
by epilepsy, but as Dr. Cream wrote 
to the Coroner and District Attor- 
ney insisting on an exhumation, and 
accusing the druggists, the body 
was dug up, and the real cause of 
death discovered. 


Mrs. Stott was a witness for the 
State at Dr. Cream’s trial. A kind- 
hearted (and addle-pated) jury 
found him: guilty, but selected in- 
peisonment as the penalty. So the 
State of Mlinois, as with Locb and 
Leopold, years later, consigned Dr. 
Cream to Joliet, “for life’. With 
equally. briliiant results. 

The Doctor had his’admirers and 
sympathizers. From the first they 
felt very sorry for him: 

“The poor feller.”

ND when, after seven years, 
A Dr. Cream’s father died, 
leaving him $16,000 in Ca- 
nauan bank stock, they began an 
agitation to get him out. How can 
a man enjoy $16,000 properly, if he 
is shut up in prison? Old Mr. Stott 
was “dead and buried": would it 
do him any good té keep the Doctor 
behind the bars? Why be “vin 
dictive"? 

So argued, in the 1880's, people 
who . called themselves “humani- 
tarians”. Today, they are disciples 
of “The New Criminology”, or advo- 
cates of “The Liberal Viewpoint”. 
Blunt persons, at all times, have 
rudely called them saps. 

When the pardon of Dr. Cream 
was put up to the then Governor ef 
Illinois, it was easy to learn what 
Cream's career, had. been, and ex- 
actly what kind of venomous ser.

Although we on the prairies have so for 
the dangers of air pollution, our 
growing cities make this o matter which must 
be kept in mind by the developing authorities. 


The lesson is there to be leorned from 


eastern Canada. 


? A select committee of the Ontario legisla- 
ture away back in 1957 reported that the in- 
ternal combustion engine of automobiles, 
buses and trucks is a major source of air pollu- 
tion in many Ontario cities. "a

ago stated that persons most’ sensitive to air 
pollution may expect to feel the effects from 
automobiles when the concentration of vehicles

leave Canada and come to Chicago. 

His professional life In Chicago 
was brief but iluminating.

There is no doubt that this ratio applies 
in Regina, but on most days the prairie winds 
blow strongly even between the higher down- 
town buildings and quickly dispel the fumes.

The matter in now serious in an area like 
metropolitan Toronto where there are 370 cars 
per 1,000 people, a ratio close to that per- 
taining in Los Angeles and Detroit. 

With the future in‘mind, the Ontario select 
committee made the recommendation that de- 
vices should be developed and made available 
to the motoring public so that pollution of the 
air from gasoline and diesel powered vehicles 
may be cut to a minimum, 

As a matter of fact, four such devices 
have been developed. 

They have been approved by the state 
of Califprnia and there legislation has been 
enacte® requiring the devices to be standard 
equipment for all 1966 automobiles. 

Maybe the Canadian’ urban. authorities 
should’ take a leaf out of the book of their 
neighbors to the south and bring in legislation 
fo curb air pollution from internal combustion 
engines before the danger to health becomes 
even greoter. 


A point to ponder 


In changes proposed for Ontario's educa- 
tion system by the education minister's Grade 
13 committee, this is notable: Students who 
want to be elementary school teachers would 
still go from the matriculation, year directly 
into Teacher's Colleges. They wouldn't first 
have to attend university. 

That should punch a hole in the assump- 
tion being made more and more—especially 
by teachers’ professional organizations—that 
pretty soon all teachers will have to have a 
university degree before they can teach. 

To require that ao public school teacher 
must have o B.A. would, we suggest, be a mis- 
take. 

lt would, of course, be expensive——and 
where would the university places be found 
to accommodate them? But the chief fault in 
such ao requirement is that it would deprive the 
schools of many young men and women who 
would make excellent teachers yet make oa 
hash of a college degree course. 

Every adult today knows some. really 
superior teachers—-mentally alert, patient and 
devoted to the youngsters in their charge— 
who have never been in university. For such 
work it is mgre vital that the teacher have 
compassion, know, good teaching methods and 
how to deal with children, than that he be 
versed in Chaucerian English or the quantum 
theory. 

A university education probably does few / 


‘people harm, and teachers should be encour- 


aged to add to their academic backgrounds, 


.as they are now through. higher salary sched- 


ules for degree-holders. But to make a degree 
a compulsory requirement would do more 
damage than good to the junior classroom. 

Moppets in Grade 3 need budding pro- 
fessors less than they need those able, eager 
young women out of Grade t3 and Teachers’ 
College with a floir for children and good 
common sense in teaching them.

on elementary teacher education. We hope it 
won't be stampeded, by current: movements 
toward higher qualifications for every job under 
the sun, into demanding o B.A. from every 
primary teacher.-—Toronto Star.

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ASSESSMENT 


SYSTEM 
BY C. C. 


MEMBERS 


On a close 18 to 15 vote, members 
of Hastings County Council Thursday 
approved in principle to establish a 
county assessment commissioner sys- 
tem and charged the warden to name 
a committee to work out the details. 

The vote came following a spirited 
two-hour discussion on the relative 
merits of the assessment Commission- 
er system as compared with the pres- 
ent county assessor system and 28 
different local assessors. The present 
system has been in operation for 12 
years with Cecil Geen as county as- 
sessor, : 

Under the assessment commis- 
sioner system all assessment in 
municipalities making up the county 
would be done by fve or six full time 
assessors working under direction of 
the assessment commissioner. 3 

The present county assessor, Cecil 
Geen, is expected to be named to the 
new post, at least in a temporary cap- 


- acity. 


Bancroft Reeve M. J. McAlpine, 
chairman of, a special committee 
named earlier this year to investigate 
the county assessment commissioner 
system, was strongly in favor of the 
new system, stating that the change 
must come. and must come soon, 
“The question here today is when,” 
he said. 

Mr. McAlpine quoted Municipal Af- 


fairs Minister Spooner as saying that | 


the assessment commissioner system 

was the most. important step counties 

could take to improve assessment. 
He outlined grants available to 


‘counties setting up the system and 


said it was much more efficient than 


throughout the county. 

The cost would be more than under 
the present system, but he said the 
additional assessment picked up 
would recover the added expense. 

Other councillors, however, were 
not so sure. They felt that certain 
propertty owners such as farmers or 
cottage owners might’ be adversely 
affected by adoption of the new sys- 
tem under which assessments could 
be done by men unfamiliar with the 
area, ' 

One of these was Rawdon Reeve 
Fred Beckett, who claimed farm own- 
ers would be particularly hit, especi- 


‘ally if assessors were not familiar 


with farm lands. 

Tudor Reeve Vers. McMurray was 
worried about summer cottage own- 
ers. He said if such owners were as- 
sessed in relation to other properties 
it might discourage cottage building.

HOME TREATMENT 


If, in the opinion of the attending physician, a patient cannot attend the 
physiotherapist’s office, treatment in the patient’s place of residence will 
be covered, but in such cases the.physiotherapist may charge the patient, 
or patients, a total of $1.00 per visit, regardless of thé number of patients _ 
treated during the visit. 

The main purpose of this additional service to patients is to make the ~ 
most efficient use of available physiotherapy facilities. It is to be financed 
by Federal Health Grants and by the Province of Ontario. 

Certain physiotherapy services are not available under this program.

Man in charge of this colossal 
instrument is Sir Bernard Lovell, 
Professor of Radio Astronomy at 
Manchester Wniversity and direc- 
tor of the Nuffeld: Radio Astro- 
nomy Laboratories. 


Controlling the telescope, which 
is dedicated to pure astronomical 
research, is a tough job. The en-

POSTAGE STAMPS 


The first spe@ial Christmas. stamps 
in Canadian postal history will go on 
sale October 14th, it was announced 
recently by the Hon. John R. Nichol- 
son, Postmaster General.

Tourism 


The Bank of Montreal Business Review, 


‘dated June 30, 19644, contains a lot of useful 


and enlightening information concerning tour- 
ism in Canada. It is noted, for example, that 
last year total Canadian receipts from visitors 
alone amounted to more than $600 million. 
This puts tourism in the top bracket as a source 
of foreign exchange; only two commodities, 
wheat and newsprint, have earned more in 
recent years. While Canadian expenditures on 
travel outside of the country are also very 
large—ot $589 million they represented a 
larger outlay of foreign exchange than for any 
commodity import except machinery — they 
have declined slightly during the past couple 
of years. It is pointed out that, consequently, 
visitors last year spent more money in Canada 
on travel for business and pleasure than Cana- 
dian tourists spent outside the country, 

The devaluation of the Canadian dollar 
has exerted strong influence, particularly on 
the decision of Canadians and Americans, to 
visit one another's country and on the 
amounts of money they spend. However, de- 
valuation is not the sole factor In the recent 
improvement in our travel balance with the 
United States. In the early postwar period 
about 90 per cent of Canadian travel expendi- 
tures outside the country were made in the 
United States but, since then, more and more 
Canadians have been taking their holidays 
overseas, As a result, by last year, only about 
two-thirds of total Canadian tourist expendi- 
tures were made in the United States. Signifi- 
cant also have been the improvements that 
have been_made in Canada's tourist facilities, 

ae 4 ; ; 
especially in its highway system. While these 
improvements have affected the number of 
American visitors to Canada, they have also 
tended to hold down the increase in the num- 
ber of Canadians visiting the United States /by 
automobile. The annual total of such visits by 
Canadians for periods longer than twenty-four 
hours almost doubled between 1952 and 1957 
to 4.1 million but no significant increase took 
place in subsequent years, and the numbers 
actually declined in 1962, The comparitive 
figure for visits by Americans rose very slowly 
during the earlier period but almost doubled 
between 1957 and 1962 when it reached 8.6 
million, 

The commieinn of the section of the 
Trans-Canada Highway around the north shore 
of Lake Superior in 1960 gave rise to consider- 
able increase in motor traffic around the Great 
Lakes and between Eastern and Western Can- 
ada along the Canadian route. While some 
sections of the Highway hove still to be 
brought up to standard, there is now avail- 
able a good, well-engineered highway stretch- 
ing almost 5,000 miles from the Atlantic af 
St. John's Newfoundland, to the Pacific at 
Victoria, British Columbia. ; 

The article concludes with the following 
significant paragraphs: 

“The time is drawing near when Cana- 
dians, in celebrating the centenary of Confed- 
eration, will act as hosts to the world. 

“The flood of visitors expected in 1967 
will be attracted primarily by the great Inter- 
national exposition now taking shape in Mon- 
treal and by the celebrations planned in major 
urban areas from coast to coast, What these 
visitors find in addition, in terms of hospitality, 
services, accommodation and recreation, will 
have a profound influence on the volume of 
tourist traffic, and therefore on the fortunes 
of all Canadians, in the years to follow.”

This ets the meat “firm up” and 
makes carving much simpler. tf 
the meat cools down too much in 
the process, put the platter with 
the carved slices of meat back .in 
the oven for a few minutes before 
serving. Always carve a roast 
across the grain, not with it...
